nadies  and  G-entlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1958. 

The  health  of  the  people  of  Coseley  has  been 
satisfactory  as  shown  by  the  Vital  Statistics. 

There  has  again  been  a slight  increase  in  both  the 
crude  and  standardised  birth  rates  at  17.70  and  16.28 
respectivelA/-,  and  an  increase  of  I9I7O  in  the  estimated 
popul.ationr 

Infant  mortality  accounted  for  21  deaths  during  the 
year.  The  rate  per  1,000  biths  is  slightlv  less  at  33.53 
than  last  year’s  rate  of  33.7.  14  of  these  deaths  took  place 

during  the  first  four  weeks  of  life. 

The  standardised  death  rate  has  risen  from  12,62 
to  13.69  pei’  1;C00  deaths,  194  of  the  323  deaths  being  those 
of  persons  over  the  age  of  65. 

There  were  158  notifications  of  infectious  disease. 

5 cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified  against  45  the  previous 
year.  This  is  an  ecouraging  sign  that  immunisation  against 
this  disease  is  very  valuable. 

Ho  case  of  diphtheria  was  confirmed. 

In  drawing  your  attention  to  this  satisfactory 
fact,  I wish  to  remind  parents  that  the  position  regarding 
dipht'heria  immunisation  is  still  far  from  satisfactory,  as 
only  45^  of  the  children  who  were  under  the  age  of  five 
years  on  31st  December,  1958,  had  completed  the  full  course. 

Ho  case  of  poliomyelitis  was  notified. 

Details  of  the  work  of  immunisation  against 
poliomyelitis  are  given  later  on  in  this  report. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified  (32) 
v^as  four  more  than  last  year.  This  is  not  so  unsatisfactory 
and  should  be  viewed  against  the  extensive  examination  of 
contacts.  Ho  mass  radiography  campaign  was  carried  out 
during  the  year.  The  number  of  deaths  from  tuberculosis 
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of  the  lungs  was  2,  the  lowest  numher  to  occur  in  any  year 
so  far. 


The  number  of  houses  represented  individually 
during  the  year  was  77. 

There  was  no  case  admitted  to  hospital  under 
Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act. 

Councillor  iirs.  Turton,  Chairman  of  the  Health 
Committee  has  again  given  much  helpful  advice  and  support 
for  which  I am  grateful. 

The  Department  has  again  been  short  of  staff  during 
the  year  and  there  appears  to  be  no  likelihood  of  any  change 
in  this  state  of  affairs. 

I should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  staff  of 
the  Department  for  their  co-operati  on  throughout  the  year.

I . have  much  pleasure.,  in  presenting  my  Report  on 
the  work  carried  into  effect  for  the  year  1958. 

Atmospheric  Pollution  is. a subject  that  will 
increase  its, demands  on  the  time  of  any  Inspectorate  in  an 
Industrial ,Ax'ea  such  as.Goseley-.  ,.T/ithout  doubt  we  shall  have 
problems  that  only,  rime , , patience  and  co-operation,  v/ill 
eventually  bring  desirous  results. . Trial  and  errors  there 
will  and  must  be,. but  with  growing , knowledge  and  experience,  . 
v/e  shall  achieve, and  m-aintain , our  position  with  a degree-  of 
satisfaction.  To, clean. up  the  murk  of  past  years  Industry 
is  surely  making  an  endeavour,  but  every  effort  will  have  to 
be  sustained,  , 


' . Housing, is  always  a topical  subject  with  all  classes 

of  the  commidnity,  but  in  my  opinion  the  term  Slum  in  our 
Listrict  is  fast  becoming  a past  phrase;  and  we  are  entering 
into  what  may  be.,  best  termed  '®Low  or  Sub  Standard’*  houses. 

People  on  the  whole  are  desirous  of  obtaining  better  housing 
or  living  conditions  and. in  quite  a number  of  cases  have 
endeavoured , to  obtain  houses. by  the  various  house  purchase, 
schemes.  The  rate,  of  progress  may  appear  to  some  people  to 
be  slow,  but  this  we  know  is  not  really  the  case,  for  we  have 
much  to  be  proud  of. 

Meat  inspection  at  our  two  Slaughterhouses  takes 
up  a good  portion  of  our  time  (not  to  mention  overtime)  in 
an  endeavour*  to  maintain  our  record  of  100^  inspection. 

With  the  shortage  of  qualified  Inspectors  this  has  been  no 
easy  matter,  but  on  the  other  hand  something  of  a strain. 

I would  like  to  record  our  thanks  to  the  Dudley  Inspectors 
who  have  so  willingly  helped  us  during  holiday  periods. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 
and  Council,  I would  like  to  record  my  thanks  for  their  continued 
confidence.  To  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  I would  express 
my  appreciation,  and  to  the  Staff  of  the  Department  I can  only 
thank  them  for  their  loyalty  and  support .

6 others  were  rodded  without  results  and 
no  charge  was  made. 


ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTIOII. 

During  the  year  192  visits  and  observations  were  made 
on  business  premises  for  smoke  emission.  Although  several 
complaints  were  made  regarding  ‘‘black  smoke”  in  no  single 
instance  was  it  recorded  that  a greater  density  than  Ho.  2 
Ringelmann  was  observed.  In  the  majority  of  cases  it  ranged 
between  1 and  1-^  Ringelmann, 
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We  visited  the  premises  concerned  to  find  out  why 
smoke  of  No.  2 Ringelmann  was  being  emitted  and  to  give  advise 
wherever  possible. 

In  no  instance  was  it  deemed  necessary  to  institute 
legal  proceedings. 

Starbuckj  Chief 
Analyst  of  Messrs.  Stewart  & Iloyds  and  his  staff,  for  their 
unfailing  help  and  interest,  also  for  carrying  out  the  monthly 
tests  of  the  lead  peroxide  and  deposit  gauges. 


MOVRABIE  BWEILINGS . 

Prom  time  to  time  itinerants  living  in  Moveable 
Pwellings  have  been  a continued  nuisance  in  some  parts  of  the 
District.  These  dwellings  are  parked  on  areas  of  land  without 
permission,  and  without  amenities  of  any  kind.  Very  shortly 
after  their  arrival  the  land  is  littered  and  untidy.  Apart 
from  their  living  vans,  there  are  their  lorries,  etc.,  that 
they  use  for  their  mode  of  living,  i.e..  Rag  and  Metal  Dealing, 
and  so  altogether  the  site  usually  presents  an  objectionable 
appearance . 


On  the  other  hand,  there  are  people  who  aid  and  abet 
them  by  allowing  them  on  to  their  private  unlicenced  land, 
without  amenities , for  personal  gain,  such  action  is  regrettable. 

In  all  cases  several  visits  have  to  be  made  before 
they  are  moved,  resulting  in  v/astage  of  valuable  time. 

In  this  connection  I should  like  to  thank  the  Police 
for  their  help  and  ready  co-operation  at  all  times.
